REDUCTION IN COAL 


PRICE IS EXPECTED 


BEFORE APRIL FIRST 


Madison, -Wis., March 1C.—A reduc- 


tion in the price of 'BjJStt—beginning 
with April 1st is predicted by W. N. 
Fitzgerald, federal fuel administrator 
for Wisconsin, in. a statement issued 
today. 
The order is issued to en- 


courage the early purchase of coal 
for household use.

AMERICAN SOLDIERS 


WILL ESCAPE SEVERE 


WEATHER IN FRANCE 


Washington, March 16.—American 


soldiers on the battle front, in Franco 
will probably escape our 
American 


torrid hot spoils of summer and 
our 


blizzardy winters, extremes of heat 
and cold in France being less severe. 
They may expect however, periods of 
sustained cold in the trenches, cold of 
the moist, penetrating: character, pe- 
culiar to the continental climate ,of- 
northern Europe, but in general 
no 
startling change from weather condi- 
tions at home. 
An exhaustive study of the sub:ect 
by Preston C. r>ay, chief of the clima.- 
toloical division of the Weather Bur- 
eau, shows that winter in northern 
France is not so severe 
from 
the 
standpoint of low temperatures, but 
there is a constancy of moderately 
cold weather which is not usually ex- 
perienced in the United States. Rath- 
er low temperatures sometimes occur 
there, but such 
extremety 
of cold 
weather as has been experienced this 
winter, in the United States, is un- 
known. The coldest weather of record 
in 
northern 
France 
ranges 
from 
about zero, Fahrenheit, 
to 
10 de- 
grees below. 
. 
Summer in northern France is cool, 
as compared with most of the Unit- 
ed States, the average 
temperature 
for July and August, 
the 
warmest 
months, being 63 to 65 degrees, even 
lower than along our northern Dora- 
er 
Moderately hot weather 
some- 
times occurs, but 
exteremely high 
temperatures, 
such 
as occasionally 
are experienced in much of the Unit- 
ed States, are known in France. Tem- 
perature as high 
as 100 never has 
been reported in France, while in the 
United States 100 to 110 degrees have 
occured generally. 
. 
With the transmission from winter 
to spring-, the rapid warming up. fam- 
iliar to residents in most sections of 
the United States, is not so noticeable 
in France, the average 
temperature 
for March being only 2 to 4 degrees 
higher than in February. April and 
May are moderately cool and not un- 
pleasant, the length of the day in- 
creases much more- rapidly than in 
most sections of the 
United States, 
and there is a correspondingly large 
Increase in the amount of sunshine, 
while rainfall Is comparatively lig-bt, 
although occurintr rather frequently. 
The summers are pleasant as com- 
pared with much of the United Stat- 
Is the day temperatures being most- j 
ly moderate and the 
nights 
cool. 
Occasionally hot weather is 
exper- 
ienced but the heat is not so excess- 
ive and the heated periods are usual- 
ly of short duration. 
Fall also is usually pleasant, es- 
pecially In September and 
October. 
The rainfall usually becomes heavier, 
however. 
, 
The battle fronts of France lie In 
a lattitude north of the United Stat- 
es 
Paris is farther north than any 
too'int in the'United States, being- 600 
miles nearer the North Pole than Chi- 
cago. 
Along the northern coasts of 
France, temperatures are very simi- 
liar to those of our northern Pacific 
coast the monthly average at Dun- 
kirk France, and Seattle, Washing-- 
ton, being- Identical for nearly 
half 
the months of the year, and differing 
only slightly from other months. 
Not considering the higher moun- 
tains rainfall in the eastern half of 
the United States, especially in the 
south, is much greater than in France 
Compared with Paris, the average 
rainfall at Chicago, is one and one- 
half times Of large; at 
New Tork 
more than twice as large, and at New 
Orleans, nearly three times aa larjre. 
Over the 
lowlands 
of 
northern 
France, snow is fairly frequent, and 
may be expected from November to 
April, inclusive, although it rarely at- 
tains any considerable depth on the 
ground. At the higher elevations of 
eatsern and southern France, particu- 
larly in the mountains bordering on 
Germany where the winters are long 
and cold, snowfall Is more frequent 
and much heavier: ' • _ ___

With the American army in France, 
March 16. — Active artillery 
fighting 
continues on th» American 
sector 
northwest of Tour and east of Lune- 
vllle. ' A considerable number of gas 
shells have been falling intermittent- 
ly on the Tou front- An enemy patrol 
was' discovered this morning in the 
American wire entanglement north- 
west of Toul. 
The

were 
driven off with rifle fire and a number 
of them were hit. One body was left 
hanging in the wire. 
Snipers Busy. 
American snipers have been -busy 
on most sectors. At Lunevillo six 
enemy snipers were ' silenced by the 
Americans. 
On the Toul front during 
last night and today considerable 
talking and even singing was heard 
within the enemy lines. Several times 
the Germans stuck their heads over 
the parapet to see what the Ameri- 
cans were doing. Each time a bullet 
from an American rifle went in the 
direction of the head. 
After several 
of their number were hit the Germans 
stopped looking. 
Capture Prisoner. 
At one place last night an Ameri- 
can sentry 
saw a flirure slinking 
through the darkness. The man halt- 
ed when challenged and was found to 
be a German prisoner who had es- 
caped and- was trying to get back to 
his own lines. The German was turn- 
ed over to the French authorities. 
Germans Withdraw. 
The place where the German was 
captured was not far from where an 
American one pounder was busy firing 
on a large body of enemy snipers who 
had been annoying«pur line. After 
several shots the Germans withdrew.

R. H. Markbam of Kansas City, Mo., 
a missionary of the American Board 
of Foreign Missions, 
in London 
a 
uhort time ago, relative to the strikes 
which are taking place in Austria- 
Hungary. 
Mr. Markham 
has 
not 
heard from his brother for a long 
time and the news that Jie had ar- 
rived safely in London was very wel- 
come. 
Mr. Markham's brother was 
for 
six years stationed In Sofia, the Bul- 
garian capital, and on his trip 
to 
England was subjected for months to 
the militarv quarantine in Austria. 
The article taken from tho Boston 
' 
Globa Is as follows: 
"We must not base our hopes or 


beating tho Central Powers on inter- 
nal dissensions in those 
countries. 
The strikes in Austria-Hungary are 
insignificant compared with the wave 
of enthusiasm which has come with 
the Russian breakdown and signing 
of a separate peace." 
This was the statement made by 
R H. Markham of Kansas City, Mo., 
a missionary of the American Board 
of Foreign Missions, who has 
been 
stationed for the last six years in the 
Near East. 
He reached here Tues- 
dav from Sofia, with his 
wife 
and 
children. 
They left the 
Bulgarian 
capital early in January and 
were 
subjected for months to the military 
Quarantine in Austria. 
Bulgaria," said Mr. Markham, "is 
the vital point in tho armor of the 
Central Powers and Bulgaria knows 
it, from King Ferdinand down. When 
Bulgaria wants anything, 
Germany 
and Austria give it to her. There is 
no love tor the Germans.

Second Papers Until After 1813 


Not 
Citizens 


One hundred and thirty-two men in 


Rock County will not be allowed to 
vote at the primaries next Tuesday, 
nor at the election, April 
2, their 
naturalization 
papers 
having 
been 
outlawed by a recent supreme court 
decision taking away their citizenship 
rights. 
According to tho 
decision, 
any alien who made his declaration 
to become a United 
States 
citizen 
prior to September 27, 190(i, and who 
did not apply for his second papers 
until after September, 27, 1913, has 
lost -his citizenship privileges amoug 
which is listed the power to vote. 


A list of these one hundred and 
thirty-two men was prepared today 
by Jesse Earle. and copies werp sent. 
to the different polling places in the. 
county. 
The 
election 
clerks 
have 
been instructed to watch closely for 
these men and when they appear to 
cast their ballots, to challenge them, 
thus throwing out their votes. 
Whether these 
outlawed 
citizens 


will again be allowed to become citi- 
zens is a question which is up to Con- 
gress to decide.

taken up, these men will not be per- 
mitted to vote for any officers.
